Pope Martin V summoned the great 
Apostie of the Holy Name, St. Ber- 
nardine of Siena, a Franciscan, to 
Rome in 1427, The latter was preach- 
ing the Lenten sermons at Viterbo. 
Italy, when he was accused of preach- 
ing a superstitious doctrine because he 
exhibited the Holy Name Monogram 
(“L. H. 8.") for veneration after his 
sermons, a practice which he first be- 
gan in Venice in 1422, St. John Cap. 
istran, a friend of St. Bernardine, who 


was also a great champion of the Holy 


Name, hastened to Rome to defend his 


| companion. As he entered the city he 


took a lance, suspended on it the Holy 
Name Monogram and carried it trium- 
phantly through the streets of Rome 
to the papal palace, followed by thou- 
sands of people, who were singing the 
praises of the Holy Name. 

Pope Martin, seeing this monster 
demonstration, led by the Franciscan 
John Capistran, was confounded, and 
at the public trial which was held in 
St. Peter's Church in the presence of 
the Pope, the eighty-seven accusers 
of Bernardine were so overwhelmingly 
defeated by the eloquence of St. John 
Capistran, that they beat an ingtori- 
ous retreat. Asa result of this vindi- 


,cation, Pope Martin blessed Bernar- 


dine and Capistran, and exhorted them

BELIEF IN COMMUNION OF SAINTS 

That the doctrine of the Catholic Church regarding the 
‘Communion of Saints is a reasonable one, is seen from an 
‘fiacident related in the works of Brownson. He says: “Many 
years ago, long before I had the happiness of being received 
“Gato the communion of the Catholic Church, I was in the 
‘habit of frequently closing my letters to my friends with the 
words ‘pray for me.’ 

“One day, writing to a very dear friend, who was not 
precisely a saint, I concluded unthinkingly with the words 
‘pray for me’. 1 did so from force of habit, but I had no 
sooner written the words than a sudden thought struck me, 
and I exclaimed to myself: ‘There is the justification of the 
Catholic practice of invocation to the Saints. Here I am ask- 
ing a sinful mortal to pray for me. How much rather should 
I ask the prayers of the beautiful saints in Heaven!’” 
(Works, Vol. 8, page 149.) 

Many converts attest their recognition of the logic of the 
Church's teaching; moreover these selfsame converts express 
the consolation which they felt on learning the doctrine of 
the Communion of Saints. And this feeling is but natural, 
for the Communion of Saints teaches us that home ties are 
not completely severed and the close companionship of loved 
ones does not vanish entirely, although the grim hand of 
death snatches away the physical presence of relatives or 
friends. The doctrine of the Communion of Saints tells us 
that the faithful on earth, the souls in Purgatory, and the 
Saints in Heaven are united in a spiritual union, bound to- 
gether by a spiritual bond, forming a spiritual body of which 
Christ is the head. It is a great consolation to know that we 
ean assist our departed, by our prayers and good works: it 
fs consoling to know that we can follow them beyond the 
grave. More than that is the consolation we derive from the 
surety of the protection which we receive from the Saints 
in Heaven. We pray to the Saints of God and honor them 
because they are His friends; their prayers are more power- 
ful because cited come from those who are close to God.

polished mahogany rail, About you 
are softly Carnie andies and statues, 
Over the landing of the stairway 
hangs the following religious inacrip- 
tion which is strangely suggestive of 
the two different types of occupants 
housed by the old building: 

“T have chosen rather to be an ob- 
ject in the house of my God than to 
dwell in the tabernacies of sinners.” 
One reads it and pauses to conjure 
with visions of the tableau made so 
many years ago by those gay “sin- 
ners.” 

The polished floor at the top of the 
stairs where the light feet trod to the 
voluptuous strains of the violin is 
kept like glass by the diligent Sisters, 
Near the top of the stairs is 4 sinister 
blood stain, a memento left by a 
young gallant who, rushing from the 
ballroom at dawn to meet a rival 
under “the dueling oaks,” returned to 
die an the polished floor. 

The same wrought-iron chandeliers 
that gave forth a soft candlelight 
over the dancers hang there still. The 
swish of perfumed silks is supplanted 
by the subdued rustle of sombre black 
serge, and the click of the roulette 
wheel is heard no more, rather the 
drop of each bead on the rosary. For 
the Negro nuns are expiating the sins 
of their sisters. 

Balle a Tradition Back In 1506 

As far back as 1806 the quadroon 
balis were a fixed institution, the old 
house on Orleans street serving a6 @ 
sort of club house where the quadroon 
women and their white protectors met, 
Negro men were never permitted 
there other than in the capacity of 
servants or musicians. The women 
frequenting it were an exotic mixture 
of Spanish and French plus the quarter 
or eiehth of Negro bloed that created 
the maladjustment. The peculiar, sen- 
suous beauty that they possessed as a 
result of this alchemy is best describ- 
ed by a certain English traveler who 
visited New Orleans when the balls 
were at their height. it may serve to 
throw some light on why the balis 
were so frequented by men of social 
position. 

“The quadroons are the . 
tiful women I have ever seen, resempD- 
ling the higher orde of women 
among the Hindus, with lovely coun- 
tenances, full, dark, liquid eyes, lips 
of coral, teeth of pear!, syiphiike fig- 
ures. and such beautifully rounded 
limbs and exquisite gait and manners 
that they might furnieh models for a 
Venus or a Hebe,” he relates, 

It is said that elegance of 
toilet and jewels attracted so much 
attention on the street when they rode 
‘by in their luxurious carriages or at 
the French Opera in the seats re- 
iserved for them that “the terrible 
O'Reilly,” the Spanish-lrish Governor 
of Lowisiana, gave on order that 
“these women” must be made by law 
to dress soberly “as befitted their sta 
tion.” We imagine that this was one 
of the few orders of the dictator that 
were never fully carried veut 

But in apite of their beauty only one 
course iay open to then that of be- 
ing “placed,” as it was called, When 
the girt arrived at a marriageabile age 
the mother set about to effeet this 
She would take her daughter into a 
well-known park, perhaps Jackson 
Square, or to one of the quadroon 
balls.
